Two permanent deacons ordained 


‘Receive the Gospel, whose herald you are’ 


Southern Cross Reporter 


TWO PERMANENT deacons of the diocese 
were given a mandate by Bishop Maher last 
weekend to preach the Gospel of Christ with 
“authority” and make it a reality in their own 
communities. 


Ordained to the diaconate at separate parish 
ceremonies were the Rev. Mr. Frank DeMoor in 
Santa Sophia church, Spring Valley, and the 
Rev. Dr. John Spillane in St. Michael’s church, 
Poway. 

They were charged by the bishop to “receive 
the Gospel, whose herald you are. Believe what 
you read, teach what you believe and practice 
what you teach.” 

IN HIS HOMILIES at both ceremonies, Bishop 
Maher called on the deacons to “give new vigor 
and vitality to the Word of God ..explain 
it...make it attractive and give people an un- 
derstanding of the Gospel.” 

In a sense, he said, a deacon becomes a 
“replica of the teachings of Christ as he develops 
in his spiritual life .. .in his deep faith in God...” 


Stressing the ‘‘permanency of the diaconate,”’ 
he said a deacon’s commitment to the priestly 
order is not for a time, but for all time, for all 
eternity.” 


HE CRITICIZED THOSE | theological 
“theories” circulated in some areas of the 
Church which only confuse people and warned 
against a “‘watering down’’ of the sacraments 
and a “devaluation or belittling of the super- 
natural.”’ 


“The gifts of the sacraments are all con- 
nected,”’ he said. “‘If we ever water down those 
gifts from God, then we dry up the source of 
these gifts — Jesus Christ.” 


Referring to the new deacons, Bishop Maher 
said we ‘“‘must encourage, we must pray for 
them; that they will use their gifts to serve the 
community for the Church.’’ 


THE REV. MR. DeMoor and the Rev. Dr. 
Spillane are the first two permanent deacons 
who received their training in the diocesan 
program. 


The Rev. Dr. Spillane was ordained a sub- 
deacon Saturday evening in Santa Sophia church 
— at the ceremony in which the Rev. Mr. 
DeMoor was ordained a deacon. 


The Rev. Mr. DeMoor was raised to the order 
of subdeacon previously and both had received 
the minor orders of lector and acolyte. 


UNLIKE LAYMEN, deacons serve parishes as 
ordained ministers of the Church. They perform 
many functions of a priest, but cannot celebrate 
Mass or hear confessions. 


The Rev. Dr. Spillane is a retired surgeon in 
Poway, while the Rev. Mr. DeMoor is coor- ° 
dinator for religions programs at the Santa 
Sophia parish. 


The first permanent deacon of the diocese was 
the Rev. Dr. Raymond Ryland of USD, whose 
earlier training in the ministry helped qualify 
him for ordination in 1969. 
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-* Mexican-American woman learns she has friend: new Hidalgo Center

MRS. LUISA Gutierrez, 48, hobbled on her 
broken artificial left leg for many months. She 
couldn’t do it without a cane. 

And she probably would still be hopping 
around if a friend had not taken her to the Padre 
Hidalgo Center. 

In the three months since the center opened its 
doors at 2277 National Ave., San Diego, it has 
demonstrated its ability to help Mexican- 
Americans and others who go there for aid. 

NO ONE KNOWS this better than Mrs. 
Gutierrez who believes the Padre Hidalgo Center 
is where the action is. 

When. Mrs. Gutierrez, who speaks only 
Spanish, was brought to the center she became 
the concern of Jorge Marroquin, social service 
director, and Susan Jarrard, field representative 
and case worker. Both speak Spanish. 

The main problem was getting Mrs. Gutierrez 
to tell her story. She was born in the U.S. but 
lived in Tijuana until coming to San Diego. 

ABOUT FIVE YEARS ago she was in a 
Tijuana bus accident. Her husband, Salvador, 
was killed and she lost her left leg above the 
knee. r 

She had been a housemaid and her ‘‘patrons’’ 
(employers) obtained an artificial leg for her 
and eventually she resumed working. 

About two years ago she almost lost her left leg 
again. She was in another bus accident in 
Tijuana and the artificial leg broke at the ankle. 

MRS. GUTIERREZ was in Tijuana to take her 
son, Abram, to a medical clinic under the 
Project Concern program. 

After the second accident she managed to tie 


the break in the leg and somehow walked with a 
cane. This continued until she was brought to the 
center. 

“We found Mrs. Gutierrez to be a very 
determined woman who kept going even if she 
could hardly walk,’ says Miss Jarrard. ‘“‘We 
found out that she qualified for welfare and 
Medi-Cal and took her to a doctor.”’ 

MRS. GUTIERREZ was taken to Dr. R. G. 
Lambert, a San Diego orthopedic surgeon and 
member of the Flying Samaritans, volunteers 
who provide free medical care to the needy in 
Baja California. 

Dr. Lambert determined the leg could be 
repaired and sent it to an orthopedic firm. The 
$100 cost was paid under Medi-Cal. 

Mrs. Gutierrez still works as a housemaid and 
lives with a daughter, Magdalena, 17. The 
mother has seven other children — four with 
grandparents in Mexico and three with other 
relatives in Los Angeles. 

THE PADRE HIDALGO Center is not finished 
with Mrs. Gutierrez. It is looking for a larger 
house so she can have her family under one roof, 
and it is taking her to an eye doctor for glasses. 

The center’s staff also found a job for 
Magdalena and got her enrolled in evening adult 
classes. So Magdalena is learning to speak 
English for the first time after 17 years. 

The center houses the diocesan Office of 
Ethnic Affairs, headed by Father John Hurtado, 
and the Mexican-American Commission, headed 
by Father Gilbert Chavez. 

IT IS AN EXTENSION of the diocesan social 
service thrust and part of Catholic Community 
Services, 349 Cedar St., whose executive director 
is Msgr. Mark Doran.

Blame it all on Vatican Il 


Michael Newman is on vacation. In place 
of A time to keep’ this week, Father 
Michael Keane, pastor of Immaculate 
Conception parish in Colton, is guest 
columnist. 


Iam sure that Vatican II didn’t mean to do it — but 
then, it didn’t mean to do a lot of other things too. But 
it seems to me that since Vatican II, we have all lost 
our sense of humor. 


I was reared on Belloc, Chesterton and Knox. They 


_were great churchmen, great writers. They were 


urbane, exuberant, lighthearted. They were great 
satirists and all capable of turning a serious con- 
troversy into a glorious joke without injuring the force 
of their arguments. They were humorists, par ex- 
cellence. 

And now everything is so grim, so serious, so 
deadly. As I said, Vatican II didn’t mean to do it — but 
immediately after the council, a few specialists and 
enthusiasts (who were in strategic positions to in-

fluence the patterns of institutional change) took the 
bit in their mouths and precipitously and clumsily 
renewed theology and liturgy to their image and 
likeness and simultaneously abolished traditional 
patterns of prayer and devotion. 


Immediately sides were chosen. Controversies 
began. Partisanship became a pastoral reality. Those 
in favor of change became uncritically receptive to 
every change, and skeptical and hostile to all customs 
and traditions of the past. Those who were disturbed 
by change took the opposite position and showed fear 
and antagonism to any change, no matter how good or 
necessary it might be. There was bitterness, derision, 
eontempt, an attack, division. And good humor 
vanished from the Church. 


Children know how 


Now humor consists of being ‘‘in fun’’ the ability to 
take all experiences ‘‘playfully.”” This is due to a 
special attitude, an outlook on life. Children normally 
have the most natural desire to be “‘in fun.’’ Probably 
because they have more certainties and fewer doubts 
than grown-ups. They have a “‘sureness,” an ‘‘in- 
sight,”’ they have come into the world “‘trailing clouds 
of glory.” 


Children, and poets and saints and humorists can 


afford to take things ‘“‘playfully’’ because they have a 
sense of the Invisible. They can look upon exactly the 
same phenomena the other mortals take seriously and 
see in them something of the Divine. Other things 
being equal, our ability to laugh depends on the 
number of our certitudes because the more certitudes 
we possess, the more counterfeits of them can occur. 
People who believe in little, laugh at little. The world 
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of the skeptic is an utterly humorless one. 


Leonard Feeny speaks about the circus — that 
topsy-turvy world where all men behave like animals 
and all animals behave like men. He wrote that we 
enjoyed our sanity all the more for having it rubbed 
the wrong way. We admired the intelligent elephant 
and chuckled at the unintelligent clown. But only 
because it was a few hours of make-believe. Nobody 
went to the circus laboratory minded or imagined for 


’ a moment that, after the show, the elephant went out 


and bought a copy of the evening newspaper, or that 
the clown trotted off to a cage and began drinking 
water through his nose. 


Whether it be that we have all become laboratory 
minded or too skeptical or do not have enough cer- 
titudes anymore, or we are too insecure, the fact is 
that we have become a humorless Church. 


No Catholic fun anymore 


It’s not fun to be a Catholic anymore. It’s not fun to 
be a priest anymore; it’s not fun to be a nun. Everyone 
is in an adversary stance. Liberals versus con- 
servatives, associates versus pastors, the nun visible 
in the convent versus the nun visible in the apart- 
ments, the NFPC versus the NCCB and the Holy 
Father has somehow become the enemy. 


There are tensions, divisions, controversies and 
hostilities. No one is at ease, light-hearted, playful. 
Everything is so deadly grim. In this day and age 
there is more Catholic writing and output than ever 
before. Its cumulative effect is depressing. Books, 
magazines, periodicals, papers — liberal or con- 
servative — they all take themselves so seriously. 


Positions are defended portentously. 


Stances are attacked viciously. They all pontificate 
infallibly. You can still find clever cartoons and witty 
satires. But most of them are derisive and bitter. They 
make one wince with pain. 


Let us have humor again 


Humor is always patient and kind; it is never 
jealous, never boastful, never conceited; it doesn’t 
take offense and is not resentful. Humor takes no 


‘pleasure in other people’s sins. For indeed humor is 


love and love is humor. There is nothing really funny 
anymore. Where is the mirth that “‘has no bitter 
springs?” Where is the humor that is calm and gentle, 
exuberant and unforced and, even if satiric, tempered 
by a Chaucerian affability and good humor which 
condemned the sin but never the sinner? 


Oh that we could have again a witty Belloc, a 
paradoxical Chesterton and a kindly Knox. Let us be 
good humored again. Let it be fun to be a Catholic 
again. Let ourselves laugh at ourselves and with 
ourselves. Let there be a bit of nonsense (not non 
sense — there is too much of that). But nonsense. After 
all, a connection real and vital exists between religion 
and humor. 


As Chesterton says in his Defense of Nonsense, 
‘nonsense and faith (strange as the conjunction may 
seem) are the two supreme symbols of the truth that 
to draw out the soul of things with a syllogism is as 
impossible as to draw out Leviathan with a hook. The 
well meaning person who, by merely studying the 
logical side of things has decided that ‘faith is non- 
sense’ doesn’t know how truly he speaks; later it may 
come back to him in the form that nonsense is faith.”

The words that God has spoken to us through the Bible 
imply an ever-increasing share in life. To our first parents, 
through whom came death (Romans 5:12), God promised a 
savior. (Genesis 3:15) To Abraham God promised land and 
posterity; to Moses, a people under God’s protection, who, 
through the law, would be able to regain some of the domin- 
ion lost through the sin of Adam: “You admonished them 
to bring them back to your law, but they grew proud, they 
did not’ obey your commandments... in which a man finds 
life if he observes them. (Nehemiah 9:29) United under God’s 
word they were also able to share a fuller life. 


Because of these experiences the Israelites began to see, 
that for the believer, God’s words were as good as life, “Man 
does not live on bread alone ... but on everything that comes 
from the mouth of Yahweh.” (Deuteronomy 8:3) Thus, to be 
without God’s word is to be without life: “I will bring famine 
on the country, a famine not of bread .. . but of hearing 
the word of Yahweh. They will stagger from sea to sea... 
seeking the word of Yahweh and failing to find it.’”” (Amos 
8:11) - 


“At various times in the past and in various different ways, 
God spoke to our ancestors through the prophets; but in our 


own time ... he has spoken to us through his Son... through 


whom he made everything there is.”’ (Hebrews 1:1+) 


John further elaborates on the Word that has been spoken 
to us in the flesh of Christ, “All that came to be had life 
in him and that life was the light of men.” (John 1:3+) But 
there is more where what you are able to see came from: 


“Whoever listens to my words, and believes in the one who © 


sent me has eternal life.” (John 5:24) 
God bids us to live, now and forever, on his word.

What is meant 
by ‘real presence?’ 


It seems to me Father 
Rouse’s answer to a question 
concerning reception of Holy 
Communion under both 
species (SC June 1) needs 
clarification. A portion of the 
answer said: 


“.. . In the Middle Ages, 
the understanding, and 
rightly so, was that Christ is 
sacramentally present, 


whole and entire (but, please _. 


—not physically) under the 
appearance of bread and 
wine.” 


How can Christ be present 
“whole and entire’ if not 
also physically present? 
Christ said: “‘For my flesh is 
food indeed and my blood is 
drink indeed. He who eats 
my flesh and drinks my 
blood, abides in me and I in 
him.” (John 6:56-58) 


Christ is. present in two 
ways at Mass. He is present 
in his physical body under 
the appearance of bread and 
wine. He is present in his 
mystical body through the 
parish community. 


Our belief in the “real 
presence”’ is the core of the 
Catholic faith. This belief, 
together with our allegiance 
to the Pope as the true 


successor of St. Peter, are 
the truths that set us ‘‘apart’’ 
from our Christian brothers 
of other denominations.

Fr. Rouse replies: 


The constant belief of 
the Church is that (a) the 
, Eucharist is a great mys- 
tery and (b) human lan- 
guage can never express 
the reality of Christ’s pre- 
sence in the Blessed Sacra- 
ment adequately. 


Nevertheless, through- 
out the centuries (es- 
pecially the 11th and 16th 
centuries) theologians 
have pondered the fact of 
Christ's eucharistic pre- 
sence and have attempted 
to express, in the language 
of their milieu, the how of 
this presence. 


Eventually, certain 
words and phrases became 
standardized: Christ is 
present in the Eucharist 
whole and entire, body 
and blood, soul and 
divinity; he is really, truly, 
substantially and sacra-° 
mentally present. 


Negatively, Christ is not 
merely mystically, mor- 
ally or symbolically in. the 
Eucharist. In short: a 
“real presence.”

To give the reader some 
idea of what a “physical” 
presence would mean, 
consider the grossness of 
the formula of faith 
imposed by a Roman 
synod (not a council) upon 
Berengarius of Tours in 
1059: 


“The bread and wine 
placed on the altar are 
after the consecration not 
just the sacrament but 
also the true body and 
blood of Our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and his body is 
handled physically by the 
priest’s hands, not just 
sacramentally, but truly, 
and it is broken and torn 
by the teeth of the faith- 
u ee) 


Within twenty years this 
formula was _ changed 
because of its crass physi- 
cal language and, at the 
Fourth Lateran Council, 
the term “transubstan- 
tiation” was used. 


An acceptance of a phys- 
ical presence of Christ in 
the Eucharist would 
imply, for example, that 
his body suffers bruises if 
I accidentally drop a con- 
secrated host; or, again, 
that I must never allow 
my teeth to touch the host 
im communion. 


Now we know that in 
heaven Christ has. a 
glorified but not physical 
bodiliness which is 
nonetheless quite real. So 
also in the Eucharist: 
Christ is sacramentally 
present — the whole Christ 
is there, and perhaps the 
best way to express this 
reality is, indeed, to use 
the term, “sacramental 
presence.” 


As I stated at the outset, 
mere human words trem- 
ble and falter in the con- 
templation of this great 
mystery.

Trust in God denies evil 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were 
talking...about witches and the occult 
and the fascinated attention being paid 
to the phenomena by mass media. 

To judge by television reports and 
national magazine coverage, the 
United States — and California in 
particular — is a hot bed of satanists, 
witches and a variety of anti-Christian 
cults. 
Anyone, they tell us, is likely to be a 
witch or a satanist. The benevolent 
family doctor, your lawyer or dentist, 
the kindly neighbor, each might be 
suspect. Shades of Rosemary’s Baby! 


SATANIST CULTS strike me as 
among the more ludicrous and self- 
delusory eruptions of this fretful 
generation. If Satan is alive and well 
(and I suspect most satanists have 
grave doubts about it) he is hardly 
likely to allow himself to be used by 
men for their own ends. 

Certainly he is not benevolent enough 
to answer ‘‘prayers’’ which will benefit 
anyone else! 

All the same, the existence of evil is a 
fact we live with. The terrible genocide 
of the Nazi era, the purges of com- 
munism, pogroms of Europe, racial 
discrimination and drug trafficking, 
war, inhumanity, hostility and hatred 
— all that breeds crime and violence, 
amply demonstrate the active power of 
evil. 


AND POWER IS the key word. 
Power is the object of all magic 
cultism. In a world where the in- 
dividual seems oppressed and in 
danger of becoming nothing more than 
a cipher in some vast computer, there 
are always those who will begin 
searching desperately for some means 
through which they can control their 
destiny. 

Like the pagan and primitive 
forebears with whom we still share far 
too much, we look toward the super- 
natural — to some power beyond 
ourselves, some power which overrules 
the world as we know it. 


Those of us who have come to know 
Christ and see the transcendent hope of 
his resurrection as an invulnerable 
bulwark against evil, a victory over 
sin, know the true source of power. 

ONLY IN THE infinite love of God is 
the true and unconquerable power of 
this and any other world. We know that. 


this power is available to us in direct 
proportion to the depth of our own love. 


But others reject the religion of love 
because it demands too much and, 
inevitably, there is the negative, 
primitive ‘‘religion” lurking to ger- 
minate the seeds of corruption. 


A modern “‘morality play” televised 
from a local station recently, told the 
story of a minister of some _ in- 
determinate denomination who by 
chance came upon a small desert 
community in a isolated area. They 
were without church or minister and 
begged him to stay. 


DESPITE PRIOR commitments, he 
was tempted and stayed for a few days 
— then a few more. The people rallied 
round him, attributing spiritual power 
to his words. A crippled boy was healed 
during a prayer service. A mute girl 
spoke. 


But each incident demanded some 
compromise of his integrity. One event 
after another fed his -vanity and ex- 
posed his longing for adulation and 
power. Finally, he found that he had 
betrayed himself, his faith and _ his 
vocation. 


All that he had held in love and peace 
before coming to this. place was 
destroyed. ‘‘What have you done to 
me? Why did you do this to me?” he 
cried to the leader of the settlement, in 
the final scene. 


BEING TELEVISION and 
California, the settlers were a satanist 
cult, but it could have been any village, 
any people in any town. - 


“We did nothing,” the elder replied. 


“You did it yourself. We saw the seed of 


the corruption you carried within you. 
We only provided the soil for it to 
grow.” 


I cannot. believe that occult prac- 
tices, with their weird incantations and 
blasphemies, bring evil into being. But, 
undoubtedly, they provide the soil for 
seeds of corruption to grow. 


WE NEED TO FEAR satanists and 
their ilk only if we fear ourselves and 
our own negative nature. As Christians 
our confidence must lie in the 
knowledge that love casts out fear and 
the greater the power of our love and 
trust in God, the more we deny evil its 
power.

Talking Point 


‘St. Paul staging 


comeback after 
years of detraction . 


A MOVE IS. UNDERWAY to reassert the 
theological importance of St. Paul and to rescue 
the apostle’s reputation from modern detractors. 


The man who wrote so vibrant a section of the 
New Testament is not, of course, out.of vogue in 
many sectors of the Church. No Christian 
theology can totally circumvent what he said. 


But the native of Tarsus has fallen on bad 
times in some cultural streams and among 
certain highly vocal groups. Women’s 
liberationists accuse him of implanting anti- 
feminism in Christianity. Others draw a sharp 
line between the religion of Jesus Christ and 
Paul, praising the simplicity of the former and 
criticizing the abstractness of the latter. 


~ “ PAUL SUFFERS from a “bad press’ among 
self-conscious moderns,” Prof. Walter Arnold of 
Fordham University has observed. 


An emerging pro-Paul movement is neither 
organized in any formal way nor blind to 
problems that Paul does raise for modern 
people. 


At least three, often interrelated, fronts can be 
seen in contemporary reassessing of Paul. One is 
really very old and has to do with Paul as a Jew 
who became a Christian. A second involves study 
of the apostle’s attitudes toward women. The 
third concerns the relation of Christ and Paul. 


IT IS NOT surprising that Christianity’s first 
major evangelist and theologian has not been a 
popular figure in Jewish circles. For centuries 
he stood as a prime apostate from Judaism. 


- More recently he has been considered a non- 


Palestinian Jew with little understanding of the 
faith of his fathers. 


Now Rabbi Richard Rubenstein, a professor at 
Florida State University, has challenged 
traditional Jewish treatments. In his book My 
Brother Paul (Harper), the rabbi asserts that 
Paul can be a reconciling rather than a divisive 
force between Christians and Jews. 


While stopping far short of Paul’s confession of 
Jesus as Christ, Rabbi Rubenstein sees the 
apostle as a ‘Jewish mystic’’ who understood 
but disagreed with the Judaism of his time. 


NONE TODAY CAN write about Paul without 
mentioning women. The author of My Brother 
Paul is no exception, and makes a point stressed 
by Christians eager to clear the apostle of 
feminist charges. He says Paul’s attitude toward 


women ‘‘represented an advance’’ over 
previously held ideas. 


“How is that true?”’ ask ‘‘women’s lib” ex- 
ponents offended by such passages as I Corin- 
thians 14:33-36, which prohibits women from 
speaking in churches; I Timothy 2:11-14, which 


_ says women may not tell a man what to do, and I 


Corinthians 8:34; which lectures wives on how to 
please their husbands? 


Two responses are forthcoming. One says to 
study the particular passages that offend. The 
other suggests close investigation of the whole of 
Paul’s writing. 

DR. ROBIN SCROGGS, professor of New 
Testament at Chicago Theological Seminary, 
holds that I Cor. 14, which contradicts I Cor. 11:2- 
16, was most likely not written by Paul but in- 
serted later by someone else. He further’ con- 
tends, as many biblical scholars do, that I 
Timothy is non-Pauline. 


He proposes that Paul was quite remarkable 
for his day in seeing men and women as equal. 
Dr. Scroggs hopes moderns will take seriously 
an affirmation in Galatians 3:28: ‘“‘There is 
neither Jew nor Greek, there is neither slave nor 
free, there is neither male nor female; for you 
are all one in Christ Jesus.” 


In addition to being accused of relegating 
women to a secondary human role, Paul has also 
been faulted for having a negative, puritanical 
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outlook on_all sex, leading the late Episcopal 
Bishop James Pike to say, ‘‘Paul was wrong 
about sex.” 


RABBI RUBENSTEIN reminds women critics 
and those who will agree with Bishop Pike that 
Paul believed the whole ‘‘order of morality”’ was 
coming to'an end so that his concern was ‘‘with 
death and resurrection, not sexuality.” 


The Paul versus Jesus issue is about a century 
old and no doubt has been revived, perhaps 
unintentionally, by the ‘‘Jesus revolution.”’ 


“What is all the fuss about?’’ an author in 
America, the Jesuit weekly, asks. It is about 
claims that Paul misconstrued the life and 
teachings of Jesus. This claim goes back to late 
19th and early 20th century scholars. 


Philosopher Alfred North Whitehead quipped, 
“The man who, I suppose, did more than 
anybody else to distort and subvert Christ’s 
teaching was Paul.”’ 


PSYCHOANALYST C.G. Jung had a similar 
opinion: “‘It is frankly disappointing to see how 
Paul hardly ever allows the real Jesus to get a 
word in.” 

No one denies that Paul did more than any 
other single individual to spread Christianity to 
the Gentile world. Although he did not know the 
historical Jesus, Paul’s writings are considered 
the oldest in the New Testament. His presen- 
tation of the faith was authoritative from early 
Christian times. : 

Why then are there attempts to drive a wedge 
between Jesus and Paul? Or to say, as the Rev. 
Albert Cleage, a black theologian, recently did, 
‘Paul does not follow in the footsteps of Jesus.”’ 
Cleage has a special ethnic reason for his 
declaration. He believes Jesus was black and 
Paul an “Uncle Tom” who used a “‘distorted’” 
version of the life and person of Jesus as his 
ticket into the white Roman world. 


A MORE GENERAL charge is that whereas 
Jesus preached about God the Father and his 
kingdom, Paul emphasized Christ the Son and 
took the Church in a Christological direction 
Jesus never intended. : 


Must Christians, Gerald O’Collins asks in his 
America article, choose between ‘‘the religion 
about Jesus and the religion. of Jesus?” 
Reiterating a frequent response of churchmen in 
past and present, he finds the question rather 
banal and says that ‘‘setting Paul against Jesus 
is folly.” 


He states that Paul could not “simply repeat” 
the preaching of Jesus because in the crucifixion 
and resurrection a ‘‘decisive change took place 
in the situation of man and his world.”’ 


With the modern Church apparently turning 
toward renewed emphasis on spiritual ex- 
perience, Paul’s life and teachings may attract 
increasing attention. As one famed theologian 
put it: ‘ 


“The spiritual strength of Paul springs from 
the fact that he lives in two worlds: not only in 
the visible world of change and decay, of tears 
and death, that world in which we are ‘afflicted 
in every way’ and ‘perplexed,’ but also in the 
invisible world where there is no fear and no 
despair.”

ee @ particular solution to the 


problem of the fate of un- 
baptized babies who died. 


And until the Church 


formally and officially gives 
us a dogmatic answer, all we 
can say is that we do not 
know what happens to them. 


What the Church has said 
is that people bearing 
original sin cannot reach 
final happiness. The Church 
has not said that everyone 
must be baptized in order to 
reach heaven. Those are two 
different. notions entirely. 


_So what happens to (a) 
unbaptized infants who die 
and (b) adults who through 
no fault of their own never 
come to an awareness of 
Christ’s will concerning 
baptism? 

In the case of the adults, 
God gives them sufficient 


grace to be saved — to make, 


for example, an act of love- 


which effects the removal of 
original sin. But infants are 
incapable of eliciting an act 
of love. 


While the reader may still 
favor the theory of Limbo, 
one is free to accept any 
solution that does not violate 
either the justice or the 
mercy of God, or contradict 
any revealed dogma. 


If the reader takes ex- 
ception to my answer at this 
point, I would urge him to be 
clear in his own mind what is 
dogmatic teaching and what 
is opinion. And catechisms 
have often failed to make 
this distinction. 


Some theologians today 


held the view that a baby

cannot be held responsible 
for personal sin and is not 
personally responsible for 
the condition of original sin 


until he is old enough to be 
aware of his responsibility. 
This is a subject of some 
debate. 


The reader should not 
jump to the conclusion, 
however, that there is no 
value in the ancient practice 
of infant baptism. As the 
revised rite states, ‘‘children 


_ Should not be deprived of 


baptism, because they are 
baptized in the faith of the 
Church.”’ : 
The document goes on to 
explain: 
“To fulfill the true 
meaning of the sacrament, 


formed in the faith in which 
they have been baptized. The 
foundation of this formation 
will be the sacrament itself, 
which they have already 
received. 


“Christian formation, 
which is their due, seeks to 
lead them gradually to learn 
God’s plan in Christ, so that 
they may ultimately accept 
for themselves the faith in 
which they have been 
baptized.”’ 


The Church is stressing 
that there is much more to 
baptism than the removal of 
original sin. Because of this, 
and because the new rite 
emphasizes the role of the 
parents, some priests are 
reluctant to baptize a baby if 
the parents are not sincere, 
practicing Catholics. 


Question: 
I read a lot about the

Pope mourns ‘protagonist of reconciliation’ { 


VATICAN CITY (RNS) — Pope Paul 
VI was ‘‘deeply saddened”’ on receiving 
word of the death of. Ecumenical 
Patriarch Athenagoras in Istanbul. 


The spiritual leader of the world’s 180 
million Eastern Orthodox Christians 
died July 6. He was 86 years old. 


The Pope offered a special Mass in 
his private chapel for the Patriarch. 


LATER, IN A cabled message to the 
Holy Synod in Istanbul, the pontiff said, 
“We have learned with deep emotion of 
the recall to God of our beloved brother 
in Christ, His Holiness, Patriarch 
Athenagoras.”’ 


Pope Paul offered his ‘‘pained con- 
dolences over the loss affecting the 
entire Orthodox Church,” adding: _ 


“We pray to the Lord to receive ...the 
man who was a great protagonist of the 
reconciliation of all Christians, and of 
our two Churches in particular. 


‘“‘WE RECALL the meetings we had 
with the venerated deceased in 
Jerusalem, Istanbul and Rome, and we 
thank the Lord for them, in the hope 
that the work started by Patriarch 
Athenagoras may continue for the 
greater glory of God and the welfare of 
his Church. 


“We join you in prayer on this so 


going to the Vatican for a ceremony in 
St. Peter’s Basilica. 


In 1965, the two men issued joint 
nullifications of excommunications 
decreed against the heads of the 
Catholic and Orthodox Churches in 
1054. 


Patriarch Athenagoras — whose full 
title was His Holiness Athenagoras I, 
Archbishop of Constantinople, New 
Rome and Ecumenical Patriarch — is 
credited with doing more than any 
other Orthodox leader. in history to 
improve relations between Orthodoxy 
and Catholicism and Orthodoxy and 
Protestantism. 


FOR 18 YEARS he was head of the 
Greek Orthodox Archdiocese of North 
and Seuth America before his elevation 
to the patriarchal throne. 


The Patriarch was born Aristokles 
Spirou on March 25, 1886, in Vassilikon, 
Epirus, in what is today northwestern 
Greece. The area was then under 
Turkish rule. 


The prelate became a U.S. citizen in 
1938 and was a popular figure in both 
church and governmental circles. He 
was a close friend of President Harry S 
Truman, who provided a plane to take 
the archbishop to Istanbul for his en- 
thronement as Patriarch. 


Patriarch Athenagoras was one of the 
most active and widely known 
Ecumenical Patriarchs of modern 
times. He had his share of con- 
troversies, but his activities gave 
renewed vigor to Orthodoxy.

Intercommunion: ‘too liberal’ vs ‘not enough’ 


VATICAN CITY (RNS) — 
The Vatican has issued a 
formal document to remind 
the bishops of the world that 
some have been making too 
much and others not enough 
use of post-Vatican II rulings 
liberalizing Catholic 
teaching on in- 
tercommunion. 

It opens by asking the ~ 


question: ‘‘In what cir- 
cumstances and on what 
conditions can members of 
other Churches and ecclesial 
communities be admitted to 
eucharistic communion. in 
the Catholic Church?”’ 


THE DOCUMENT notes 
that the question has been 
answered by Vatican II and

with the publication five 
years ago of a Vatican 
Directory on Ecumenism. 

(Commenting on the 
Vatican document, Msgr. 
John R. Portman, head of 
the Diocesan Ecumenical 
Commission, noted that 
guidelines on in- 
tercommunion were 
distributed to pastors of the 
diocese a couple of years ago 
and remain effective. 

(The guidelines are based 
on the principle that 
“ecumenism is convergence, 
that is, a convergence of 
thought, effort and 
theological thinking,’’ he 
said. 

(The guidelines reject 
intercommunion to promote 
such a convergence but 
permit it when there is 
danger of death, persecu- 
tion or imprisonment.) 


‘“*THE PASTORAL 
guidance offered here is not 
intended to change the 
existing rules but to explain 
them,” the Vatican paper 
stressed, ‘bringing out the 
doctrinal principles on 
which these rules rest and 
so making their application 
easier.” 


It said the Directory on 
Ecumenism “allows fairly 
wide discretionary power to 
the episcopal authority in 
judging whether the 
necessary conditions are 
present for these exceptional 
‘intercommunion’ _cases.”’ 

This, along with the fact 
that the document says it is 
not intended to alter existing 
regulations, was interpreted 
by some Vatican officials as 
a reminder to the bishops 
that they have not been 
making full. use of the 
Church’s liberalized 
regulations on the matter. 

HOWEVER, other Vatican 
officials said the document 
will serve just as well to 
warn some over-anxious 
bishops and clergymen ‘‘not 
to go too far in ex- 
perimenting with in- 
tercommunion at this time.” 


The document contains 
theological background, 
much of which has been 
stated before. It also con- 
tains many references to the 
decree on ecumenism issued 
by Vatican II and the 
ecumenism directory. 


It re-emphasizes that two 
different sets of rules for 
intercommunion exist, one 
for members of the Orthodox 


Church and another for 


members of the Anglican 
and Protestant Churches. 


“THE STRICT relation- | 


ship between the mystery of 
the ‘Church and the mystery 


of the Eucharist can never | 
be altered,’’ the document | 


said. 


“The principle will not be 
obscured if admission to 
Catholic eucharistic com- 
munion is confined to par- 
ticular cases of those 
Christians who have a faith 
in the sacrament in con- 
formity with that of the 
Church.”’ 


The document said non- 
Catholics may partake of the 
eucharist in the Catholic 
Church “‘if, for a prolonged 
period, they are unable to 
have recourse to a minister 
of their own community’’ 
and if they ‘ask for the 
sacrament of their own 
accord.” ; 


Of the “Oriental Churches,” 
the document said: 


“THERE ARE different 
directions for the admission 
to Holy Communion of 
separated Eastern 
Christians and of others. 


“The reason is that the 
Eastern Churches, though 
separated from us, have true 
sacraments, above all 
because of the apostolic 
succession, the priesthood 
and the eucharist, which 
unite them to us by close ties, 
so that the risk of obscuring 
the relation between 
eucharistic communion and 
ecclesial communion is 
somewhat reduced.’’

Celibacy, as part of the 
commitment to the 
priesthood, is a ‘‘faith 
commitment’’ to something 
beyond life on earth, the 
archbishop said. “‘Our life in 
time is but one facet of the 
larger picture which in- 
cludes Christ’s second 
coming.”’

Turkey bans U.S. primate from funeral 


NEW YORK (RNS) — 
Archbishop = Iakovos, 
primate of the Greek Or- 
thodox Archdiocese of North 
and South America, was 
barred’ by the Turkish 
government from attending 
the funeral of Ecumenical 
Patriarch Athenagoras in 
Istanbul. 

Reports from Turkey, 
confirming U.S. beliefs, also 
said the government vetoed 
Archbishop Iakovos as a 
candidate to succeed the late 
spiritual leader of Eastern 
Orthodoxy. 

Representing Pope Paul at 
the patriarch’s funeral was a 
four-man delegation headed 
by Cardinal Jan 
Willebrands, president of the 
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Secretariat for Christian 
Unity. 

ARCHBISHOP __Iakovos, 
whose archdiocese is under 
the Ecumenical Patriar- 
chate in Istanbul, was to 
have led an interreligious 
group to the patriarch’s 
funeral July 12. 


The ban did not prohibit 
three planes filled with 
clergy-and laity of the arch- 
diocese from making the 
trip. 

American citizens need no 
special visas to enter 
Turkey. Archbishop Iakovos, 
born in Turkey, is a 
naturalized U.S. citizen who 
has long been ‘‘persona non 
grata”’ there. 


HE TOLD newsmen he had 
not thought the Turks would 
stop him “‘from going to kiss 
the hand of my leader.”’ This 
reference was to a Greek 
tradition of kissing the hand 
of deceased friends or 
relatives. 


The Turkish embassy in 
Washington, D.C., said a 
prohibition against Arch- 


i bishop Iakovos was ‘‘noth- 


ing new.’’ 


A press spokesman said 
the archbishop ‘‘lost’’ his 
Turkish citizenship several 
years ago and that no one 
who has “‘lost”’ citizenship is 
admitted to the country. 


ARCHBISHOP _Iakovos, 
born in Turkey, became a 
citizen of the U.S. after being 
appointed to the archdiocese 
in the Western hemisphere. 


Asked whether the prelate 
could not enter Turkey as an 
American, the embassy 
spokesman replied that the 
archbishop did not ‘‘give up”’ 
his Turkish citizenship but 
“lost’’ it. 


Pressed on how and why it 
was ‘‘lost,’’ the Turkish 
representative said, 
“because of harmful ac- 
tivities.’”” He would not 
elaborate. 


Austria pays Catholic teachers 


VATICAN CITY (RNS) — 


From now on the Austrian 
government will pay the 
salaries of teachers in 
Austria’s Catholic parochial 
schools. ; 

This is a key point of an 
agreement reached between 
Vatican City and Austria, 
with ratification of 
documents signed in Vienna 
on March 8, 1971. 


The agreement was a 
supplement to a “‘scholastic 
convention’? agreement of 
July 9, 1962, on the basis of 
which the Austrian state 
contribution to Catholic 
teachers’ salaries was 60 per 
cent of the total. 


UNDER THE new 


“convention,”’ the govern- 
ment salary subsidy will be 
100 per cent. 

In a comment, Vatican 
Radio observed that ‘‘the 
requests made by - parents’ 
associations and the Catholic 
Teachers’ Association in 
Austria have been granted. 

“Free from material 
worries, the Catholic schools 
in Austria can now dedicate 
themselves more intensely 
to the mission that is 
properly theirs — that of 
training the young in har- 
monious collaboration with 
families and with state 
educational institutions in 
the spirit of the declaration

education.”’

HOUSTON, Texas — Astronaut James B. Irwin, eighth man 
on the moon, says he will resign from the Manned Spacecraft 
Center to become an evangelist and make earth his ‘‘special 
mission.” 

BOSTON — Three of the country’s largest dioceses — Boston, 
New York and Brooklyn, N.Y. — now appoint pastors to a’six- 
year term, renewable only for another six years. 
MINNEAPOLIS — Decision, published by the Billy Graham 
Evangelistic Association, reports a 4.5 million circulation in 
the U.S. and Canada, with 67-75 percent paid and the 
remainder at reduced rates or free.

STALIN: THE HISTORY OF 
A DICTATOR by H. Mont- 
gomery Hyde. Farrar, 
Straus and Giroux. 679 
pages, $12.95. 


Is it possible to describe a 
cruel barbarian as a “great 
man?” That’s the question 
posed in this latest 
biography and some of the 
answers are fascinating. 


Pictures of the young 
Stalin, especially those taken 
while he was a seminarian, 
offer no hints whatsoever as 
to his future ruthlessness. 


It was only later, when he _ 


arrived at the Kremlin, that 
his flair for human 
manipulation became ap- 
parent. 


Hyde has researched his 
subject thoroughly, and he 
has had access to documents 
long held secret. Even those 
of us who lived through the 
Stalin era will discover 
many new things about those 
years. 


The question that remains 
unanswered is ‘‘How could it 
have happened?” Unless we 
find out why the world could 
tolerate a Hitler, a Stalin and 
the rest, we may find our- 
selves heading back in that 
direction. 


Stalin is Hyde’s twenty- 
sixth volume. It is a valuable 


study for all history 
collections.

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Writer probes Jesus movement, 
sees implications for family 


NEW YORK (RNS) — During the past 
year, thousands of words have been written 
about the ‘‘Jesus People,” some favorable 
and some unfavorable, by both those inside 
and outside of the movement. 


Now, a new book has been published that 
combines several perspectives — that of an 
observer: who lived in many of the Jesus 
communes, although not as a member; that 
of a journalist who presents both his own 
first-hand observations and the insights of 
prominent theologians. 


an The Far Out Saints of the Jesus Com- 
munes (Association Press), Hiley H. Ward, 
religion editor of the Detroit Free Press and 
president of the Religion Newswriters 
Association, presents what he describes as 
“a firsthand report and interpretation of the 
Jesus People movement.” 


ALTHOUGH HE provides observations on 
a wide variety of Jesus communes with 
which he stayed during 1971, in the guise of a 
traveler “‘on the bum,”’ Ward devotes a good 
deal of attention to the controversial 
Children of God group.

“The Jesus People movement can be 
measured against the cultish Children of 
God,”’ he writes, asserting that the Children 
“are forcing behavior patterns and reac- 
tions that determine style in other Jesus 
People groups.” 


Ward presents observations of his own 
and those of former members of the group, 
which is now said to have a membership of 
thousands, but stops short of an all-out 
endorsement or condemnation. He says,

however, that ‘‘with all of the negative 
reports on the Children of God, it is still hard 
to escape their charm, particularly in 
certain respects. 


“TO A ROUTINIZED, affluent culture 
and its boring institutions, they offer the oy 


‘ drama of action and a method of con- ~ 


frontation and contrast. The results often 
provide their own authentication.” 


The communal nature of most Jesus 
People groups, and the personal background 
of their members has profound implications 
for the future of the family in America, 
Ward believes. 


“One thing I have noted about the Jesus 
People,”’ he writes, ‘‘While not all are ex- 
drug addicts, most have had some ex- 
periences of alienation from their parents 
and the nuclear family. 


“OUT OF THIS experience the Jesus 
movement, if it continues, may well con- 
tribute to the demise of the American 
nuclear family, despite a strong emphasis 
among Jesus People on fidelity and on 
sanctity of marriage.” 


In the book’s 11 ‘chapters and two ap- 
pendices, Ward examines almost every 
conceivable aspect of the Jesus communes, 
including their racial composition, sexual 
practices, links with the occult, and sources 
of funds. 


He also compares specifically Christian 


groups in the movement with some on the ‘# 
“fringe” or outside of the Jesus movement 
altogether such as the Process Church of the 
Final Judgment.
